1. Claims 57-88 are allowable. 

2. Claims 57, 70, 81, 82 and 86 are allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or 
in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a method of generating a library of simulated 
diffraction signals for an integrated circuit periodic grating comprising generating simulated 
diffraction signals for each of a plurality of hypothetical profiles based on a stored generated sets 
of intermediate layer data, in combination with the rest of the Umitations of said claim. 

3. Claims 58-69, 71-80, 83-85 and 87-88 are allowable because they are dependent on 
independent claims 57, 70, 81, 82 or 86, or an intermediate claim.
